With Director: Yesterday (1/15) the House Un-American Activities Committee 

subpoened State, specifi cally Mr. Peurifoy, to make available files 
with reference to | 1 Stare called Col. | |w ho in turn 25X1 

referred them to Col. Salloway and subsequently Mr. Helms called 25X1 
on Peurifoy. State advised that they were going to try to 
fight the subpoena, in view of the fact that CIA was so much 
involved. Actually, we do have papers in the file but the papers 
are nothing more than warnings to State Department to beware of 
the subject individual. The Director stated 7/e would stick by 
State Department and not produce any information from files. 

This morning, the situation was_discussed in Director's office and 
as a result Mr. Houston, General Counsel, went to State to deter- 
mine what action they were going to take, in order that our re- 
action could be along similar lines if we were subpoened. 

Later, the Director talked with Armstrong and was informed that 
FBI had arrested subject individual while in State Department 
building and talking with State Department personnel/ 


Director: Also talked with Mr. Armstrong, State, concerning the letter 

emanating from State recruiting personnel for "intelligence" work in 
the Middle East. Armstrong denied any knowledge of the matter but 
stated he would check into it.
